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INTRODUCTION 



Within the last twelve or fifteen years, a decided change has 
taken place in the character of German juvenile literature. True 
to the motto on their banner, that " even the best is not too good 
for the young," educators all over the Fatherland have joined 
hands in an uncompromising war against everything mediocre 
in the domain of reading for immature minds. Former favor- 
ites, whenever suspectedof producing a morbid sensitiveness by 
unduly stimulating the fancy and starving the intellect, have 
been condemned, and new Standards have stepped to the fore: 
History, biography, geography, ethnology, travel, sport of every 
sort, and physical science in all its branches, are now forcibly 
pointed out as the sources from which to draw for wholesome 
reading for the young, for such entertaining and instructive 
fiction as is fitted to advance the intellect, impart practical 
sense, create ennobling emotions, and inspire to high ideals. 
And why should the graphic account of some stirring event 
lose anythingof its intrinsic attractiveness and artistic effect by 
the unstrained instilling through a master's band of such useful 
Information as will help to prepare the child, as "the father of 
the man," for meeting successf ully in after-years the high-strung 
demands of modern life? 

Enthusiastically the German story-tellers have responded to 
the call of the pedagogues and have devoted their pens to the 
best possible Solution of this urgent educational question of the 
day — die Jugendschriftenfrage.

period, is a most acceptable contribution from the pen of Julius 
Lohmeyer (i 834-1 903), the l5rric poet and populär writer for the 
young, the founder and editor of Deutsche Jugend^ that ideal 
children^s magazine, for which among a great number of dis- 
tinguished contributors of international fame, Theodor Storm 
wrote his admirable Pole Poppenspäler^ and Emil Frommel his 
charming sketches of boyhood, Aus dem untern Stockwerk, 

Written in sympathy with the rising generation, Der Geissbub 
von Engelberg is a combination of the tale of travel, adventure, 
and nature-study, and of the fable with a moral: The scene is 
laid in a Swiss mountain-resort with the fascinating panorama 
of snow-capped peaks and glittering glaciers in the background, 
in the very midst of numerous places closely and famously con- 
nected with Swiss history and saga, and known to every edu- 
cated person through Schiller's Wilhelm Tell^ if through no 
other source. In a locality where every mountain-meadow, 
every mountain-pass and mountain-slope proclaims the name 
and fame of those martial peasants who, heroic Ideals of per- 
sonal bravery and love of home and f reedom, shook o£F the yoke 
of f oreign tyranny, the activities and adventures of a very real 
boy are depicted. This youthful lover of nature comes from 
the national capital of Germany, to spend his summer-vacation 
on intimate terms with the grand and beautif ul world about him. 
The Chance acquaintance with an alpine herd-boy leads to the 
climax of the narrative, the stirring account of a perilous ascent 
to the wildest mountain-recesses in search of an eagle^s e3a'iei 
and to the daring rescue of the young stranger's lif e from above 
the dizzy abyss by the self-sacrificing bravery of the lowly hero 
of the Story, the goat-boy of Engelberg. From the Alps the 
scene then shif ts to Berlin. The pitiable f ate of the poor, house- 
less highland waif , who, after untold hardships reaches the Ger- 
man metropolis, is lost there, but at last found, under the most 
trying circumstances, by his young patron-friend, is pictured 
with keen psychological insight and much genuine pathos.

With something to thrill the heart of the young reader on 
almost every page, the book cannot fail to interest him to the 
very end where the lowly hero's life makes a decisive tum for 
the better, and one not due to some accidental circumstance, 
but solely to meritorious character, to unilagging industry 
and to stalwart integrity. Thus, though at first the Student 
may regard the narrative as nothing more than a fascinat- 
ing Story of adventure, its sound glorification of the simple 
and strenuous life, always sure of success, and its lof ty teachings 
on the ethical side of a boy's proper humanity, will some day 
dawn upon him, and become to him a picture of self-education, 
self-inquiry, and self-wrought happiness. 

While it is open to argument whether Julius Lohmeyer, the 
author of Der Geissbub von Engelberg^ is an actual or an 
adopted son of the muse of lyric poetry, he is unquestionably 
a story-teller by divine grace: His observant manner as a land- 
scape-painter and naturalist as well as in the röle of a delineator 
of human character gives his persons and places a directness 
and severe simplicity of outline which compare favorably with 
the sharp-edged vividness of etchings. In his style he does not 
rely on any juggling with fancy words or prettiness of phrase, 
but writes robustly and imaginatively, knowing perfectly well, 
how to achieve a breadth and largeness of effect without vio- 
lence or even apparent effort.

For the guidance of teachers and students a few pertinent 
remarks may be added: 

I .) It is difficult, the editor thinks, to overestimate the possi- 
bilities which mayresultfrom theseed of scientific interest so wn 
in the mind of a bright youth by some incidental reference to 
natural science,for the popularization of which there is as yet a 
Wide, wide field open for the youth of this country. Hence the 
fuhiess with which such topics have been treated in the Notes. 

2.) Conversational exercises in connection with reading are 
of vital importance, and, it might be added, of absorbing interest 
to the Student of a living language. But conversation, being 
nothing less than extempore or oral composition, must not be 
practiced before the field of discourse is thoroughly explored in 
the class-room by translation and composition work. Additional 
subject matter for conversation, not taken from the text, should 
be kept strictly within the leamer's sphere of personal interest 
and immediate Observation in a manner as the editor has en- 
deavored to illustrate in the chapter "Exercises" by examples 
based upon the first four pages of the text. — Of course, a 
f aulty answer must never be suff ered to pass without correction, 
nor must the Student be allowed to answer a question by simply 
repeating the identical vocabulary in the form of an affirmative 
sentence: the least effort on the partof the Student that can 
reasonably be expected, is to Substitute in his answer the 
proper forms of the personal pronoun for the nouns contained 
in the question, so far as this can be done without impairing 
the sense.
